The test specimens were 2 ft. sections of .

size specifications. The samples were ploced 
in @ weeden rack which was pleced in o man- 
hele carrying the return sludge from the Fort 
Worth sewage disposal plant's aeration basin 
The specimens were kept 16 in. above the 
water line Analyses showed the sewage to 
be alkaline, the condensed moisture on the 
somples acid and the surrounding atmosphere 
te contain hydrogen sulphide. Although the 
conditions of the test . being acceleroted — were 
more stringent then usually found in the plumbing 
system all of them are present in the ordinary waste
